Mr. Minister: 

The Brazilian Government, desiring to grant greater 
facilities to the interahange between the two countries, 
simplifying as much as possible the documentation required 
for traveling, agrees that it is eminently desirable that 
Article 2 of the Convention signed in Rio de Janeiro, 
between Brazil and Argentina for the promotion of tourist 
travel, should be interpreted in a wider and more liberal 
manner, an identification card or certificate being con¬ 
sidered as the equivalent of a national passport, provided 
the document, issued by competent authorities, has and 
cannot cease to have validity equal to that of a national 
passport, by virtue of its origin and the competence of 
the Issuing department. 

2. In these circumstances, the Brazilian Government, 
giving exact interpretation to the provisions of the 
above mentioned Article 2, agrees to consider, for all 
the purposes envisaged in that Convention, as a document 
equivalent to a national passport, a card or certificate 
of identity. Issued by a police authority within a period 
not longer than two years. In cases v^ere the card 

or certificate of identity has been Issued more than 
two ye^s previously, it will have to be accompanied by 
a certificate of good conduct, Issued within six months 
immediately preceding the travel. 

3. The "visa" to which para. 4 of the above mentioned 
Article 2 refers, will be granted by the consular au¬ 
thority in the form of a tourist certificate, individual 
or collectlwe, which must include also the documents 
presented.

This 
tongue-in-cheek reply was accepted 
by Brasilian and Aiventine observers 
as a pointed refusal to smooth the 
way for Argentina with the XJnlted 
States. If Argentina wanted to join 
the American axis, let Argentina 
mend her ways. 

Ortla Bchague tmderstood. for he 
filed a dispatch from Rio de Janeiro 
warning that unanimous Pan-Amer¬ 
ican opinion ooosiders Argentina low 
man on a totem pole. In other 
words. Argentina could always be 
relied on to block Pan-American 
agreements.

Juan Tonassl, and Oen 
Plerreategul. chief of sUff. Para¬ 
guay. having no generals handy, 
sent Ool. Andres Aguilera, head of 
the mlliUry training school. The 
Brasilian press (government con¬ 
trolled) turned on its brightest 
lights for the Piraguayanx who 
aUyed on after the celebraUons 
and were entertained far and wide 
Since then Braall has regally enter¬ 
tained the publisher of El TIempo.

And Paraguay has been Invited to 
send a delegate to Braairs Censor¬ 
ship and Propaganda Bureau. 
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tlia leader of the

Chile Is the next link In the chain. 
A special reporter of the Brazil 
official Press and Propaganda Bu¬ 
reau has been In Chile, widely feted 
and publishing eulo gistic articles In 

Brazil about Chilean • BraslUan 
eternal love. Chile's Foreign Min¬ 
ister. Juan Bautista Rossetti, on 
September 35 snnounced that *‘If 
Brsall were menaced by aggreaalon. 
Chile would consider that aggres¬ 
sion against herself also.” This had 
a double meaning; Only two na¬ 
tions could harbor Intentions of ag- 
gre.ssion against Brazil, and those 
are Germany and Argentina. The 
meaning was clear. 

Brazil returned the compliment. 
While I was In Rio, Foreign Mln- 
I ister Aranha's visit to Chile was 
announced—though he was sick in 
bed and unable to receive vtoliors. 
Chile has been inviting him for two 
years, but the visit coming at this 
time to significant. Aranha. (Swerv¬ 
ing the amenities.

1. Yesterday about 10 o'clock, I was called to 
the Guanabara Palace by Dr. Andrade Quelroz, vdio Is 
Secretary to the President. He handed me the enclosed 
report with the request that I Inform our Government 
authorities of the situation and with the further 
request that the source be not divulged. 
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2. It Is my Intention to send this report to 
Admiral Infiram divulging the source and to the Navy 
Department (Office of Naval Intelligence) and to the 
Naval Attaches In Buenos Aires and Montevideo without 
divulging the source. 

3. The "large cargo ship NAPOLES " referred to 
does not appear In the 1942 Lloyds Register under any 
category, even In ships under 300 tons, so It cannot

TRANSLATION Seorct 

April 24, 1941^. 


Due to certain rumors, vdiloh, by the way, have 
not disappeared. It was decided that a person belong¬ 
ing to the Police should be sent to the Interior of 
Argentina to make an Inspection. On the part which 
has something to do with the movements which might 
foretell the coming of Incidents and In which there 
could be a mobilization of the public opinion against 
Brazil, the agent did not notice anything In parti¬ 
cular. There has, however, been divulged that In that 
region the opinion Is that Brazil wants to Impose Its 
hegemony In South America, by getting closer to the 
U.S.A. The Axis subjects, with the Nazi cross on 
their lapel, act with exhibitionist's affrontry. This 
agent was also In a field of maneuvers, where there 
were regular troops and many automatic weapons. It Is 
rumored as true that the effectiveness of the array 
will be raised to one hundred thousand men. In the 
port of the capital of Corrlentes this agent observed 
5 large cargo ships loaded and covered with canvas. 

It was explained to him that these ships, which are 
anchored In the stream, are not Argentine and that 
they have been there about one month. Another large 
cargo ship, the "NAPOLES”, ii^lch does not belong to 
that group. Is near the docks, also covered with canvas. 
After dark, she came alongside and started unloading 
big oases, some of vAilch were lowered by two cranes. 

The observer attempted to penetrate quite close, being 
stopped, however, by an official who very politely told 
him that admittance was forbidden In that locality. 

After unloading a certain quantity, the ship proceeded 
to "Realstenola" and finally to "Barranquelras" In 
front of Humaltrf, on the Paraguay river, where the 
third unloading was done. After this, the ship stopped 
unloading and returned. The observer followed to these 
places by launch. The observer supposes that the said 
oases contained armament. On his return to Corrlentes 
this observer made the acquaintance of an Argentine. 

When he spoke to this person, v^o occupies an Important 
position, he presented himself as an Argentine who 
had resided In Brazil. In this way the observer won 
the full confidence and Intimacy of the Argentine and by 
drinking with him carried him to the desired point, that 
of mutual confidences. - "V/e are a civilized country" - 
he said - "we know vdiere we ou^t to go to and we do 
not let ourselves be dragged by anyone, no matter >d3om". 
"The U.S.A. did not want to give us arms. We do not 
miss them, because we are getting them from the Axis. 
They come through Chile, Colombia and even through here. 
Brazil Is a backward country and It Is very early for 
it to be the owner of America." On being asked what

Argentina do In the case of a war with Brazil, the 
Argentine answered: - "We will take charge before 
anything else, of Paraguay and Bolivia and this 
will be a big step; afterwards we shall discuss the 
rest." He added: "Brazil has already lost six ships 
and will lose every ship which may want to navigate 
as the first six. There Is a chain of ten (10) sub¬ 
marines (drawing an arc on a paper) %diloh guards the 
Atlantic and Joins to Africa. We supply this chain 
by means of a barge, where the 11th submarine comes 
and communicates with 1st. staying In Its place. This 
let. goes to the 2nd and then the same process Is 
used successively. Argentina sells to those who wish 
to buy and buys from those whom It wishes to purchase 
from. We are allied to Chile and this state will 
follow our movements." This observer was in Iguassd 
to which place there Is not yet a road, only a wide 
swath has been cleared. There Is a big landing field 
on vdilch workmen are still working. This Is the report 
of the observer (Police agent).

Text of General Ramlr»z message to Brazil was 
released yesterday. It begins by referring to message 
which he broadcast to Brazil as Minister of War on 
March 27, mentioned in my desoatch 9705 of April 10.

"Today, as Chief Magistrate of the Argentine nation, 
I am fulfilling the pleasant duty of again addressing 
the,great nation of Brazil in order to convey to it 
through my greeting, the greeting and affection of the 
whole Argentine nation, vrhich, firm and united behind 
its Government, aspires only to maintain and Increase 
the ties of brotherhood with the countries of America, 
giving practical form to a community of ideals whose 
roots are nurtured in the profound Christian sentiment of 
the heroic Hlspano - Portuguese (Hlspano Lusitana)

I have the honor to enclose the text of an interview 
with the well-known Brazilian newspaper and radio impre¬ 
sario, Senhor Assis de CHATEAUBRIAND, published by ^ Prensa 
en July 17, in vdiioh he meUces some interesting observations 
5i^th respect to developments in Brazil, relations between 
^at country and Argentina, and future continental policy. 

01 ere is also enclosed a clipping from Critloa of July 16, 
S^uotlng Senhor Chateaubriand to the effect that ’’Brazil is 
today more Interested in Buenos Aires than in Washington," 

If. Referring to the post war situation, Senhor Chateau- 
^iand, in the interview published by La Prensa , declared 
that when the peace conferences take place Brazil and Ar¬ 
gentina should be closely united in order to collaborate 
for a more tranquil future and to contribute to the crea¬ 
tion of effective ties of a continental character that will 
prevent the recurrence of armed conflicts. He added that 
it would not reflect on the honor of any American country 
if soldiers from various parts of the continent should be 
employed to maintain peace in the event that any one should 
seek to disturb it. Ihls remark would seem to refer to 
possible conflicts between American countries after the war, 
and it may well be that it was made for the benefit of cer¬ 
tain governments thought likely to develop bellicose tend¬ 
encies. 

In describing various aspects of the current industrial 
and commercial development of Brazil, Senhor Ghateaubrlemd 
urged the necessity of a customs union between Argentina 
and Brazil and the desirability of concluding agreements for 
the diversification of their production. He mentioned rub¬ 
ber and jute as examples of Brazilian products that might 
be exchanged on a barter basis for Argentine goods. 

In commenting on his present brief visit to Buenos 
Aires, Senhor Chateaubriand stated that.he had come to 
oonolude negotiations for the acqulsltloh of a short-wave 
transmitter manufactured in this country. He also announced 
that a plane manufaotiired in Brazil and presented by the 
iffatlonal Aviation Company of that country to the Aero Club 
of Buenos Aires woiild leave Rio de Janeiro on July SB, 

Statements by Senhor Chateaubriand touching on Argen- 
tine-Brazilian relations or matters of continental interest 

usually 
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usually receive considerable publicity in the Buenos Aires 
papers, since he is considered to be something of a semi 
official spokesman for the Brazilian Government. Refare: 
is had in this connection to the Embassy's despatch Noy^479 
of March 24, 1943, transmitting an article by Senhor Cnateau- 
briand published by La Naci6n.

Much of this publicity seems to be of Brazilian 
origin, although some of It Is the natural result of the 
recent annovmcement of the appointment of General Rawson 
as Ambassador to Brazil. 
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5 On August 18 La Prensa published an editorial ex¬ 

pressing satlsfactfon at the evidence of Increasingly 
- close relations between Argentina dnd Brazil: "Inspired 
' by feelings of mutual friendship, with old roots, these 
r’lrelations now are feeling the favorable effect of various 
^Ifaotors which are Impelling them to a constant develop- 
^iment". The factors cited are the growing exchange of 
r^ipioduots which serves In Increasing measure to meet the 
S. peoessltles of the two countries despite existing dlffl- 
^bultles of communication, and the steps being taken to 
.lamnrove those communications. Reference Is made to the 
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Improve those communications. Reference Is made to the 
progress of Industry In Brazil and to the Importance of 
Buoh measures as the construction of the International 
prldge across the Uruguay River. The editorial concludes 
With a laudatory paragraph dedicated to the Brazilian Am¬ 
bassador In Buenos Aires, described as a diplomatic re¬ 
presentative who "enjoys general sympathy and wall merited 
consideration for the equanimity of his action, the in¬ 
telligence with vdilch ha treats questions of mutual inter¬ 
est, and the cordiality and sincerity with which ha returns 
the hospitality of our people". The editorial then refers 
to the fact that since 1938 Argentina has had five Ambassa¬ 
dors In Rio de Janeiro, concluding with the assertion that 
the new Ambassador will be called upon to'seek conarete 
solutions for many questibns that were hardly raised dur¬ 
ing the incumbency of his predecMssors, c?

The manner in 
which the article Is presented, particularly at

3. The official weekly bulletin of the Division 
of Foreign Information of the Argentine Foreign 
Office, dated August 13, 1943, Is devoted to ex¬ 
cerpts from an article by the Brazilian author J. 
Paulo de Medeyros, entitled "The Strength of a 
Friendship", which was originally prepared for the 
Brazilian Press and Propaganda Office. The article 
refers to the traditional friendship that has ex¬ 
isted between Argentina and Brazil since the time 
of the famous visit of Oeneral Mitre to Brazil and 
mentions particularly the messages addressed to the 
Brazilian people by President Ramirez and Foreign 
Minister Stoml shortly after the new Argentine 
Government came Into power. (Reference ^bassy's 
telegrams Nos. 1367, June 21, 4 p.m., 1401, June 

23, 1 p.m., and 1402, June 23, 2 p.m.) Copies of 
3/ the Foreign Office Bulletin of Axigust 13 In Spanish 

and English are enclosed for the Department, with 
a copy in Portuguese to the Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro. 

4. An article prominently published by Los Andes , 
of Mendoza, on August 5, without any other Indioa- 
tion of the source except that It Is headed "Rio 

de Janeiro, July, 1943", Is entitled: "The Economic- 
Industrial Transformation of Brazil is Rapid." The 
article dlsctisses in detail the development of the 
Volta Redonda steel plant and the production of coal 
in Brazil, citing figures to show the substantial 
increase in coal production in 1942 over preceding 
years.

In addition to the items that may be considered as 
reflecting official inspiration or as primarily of a pub¬ 
licity character, the Argentine press publishes a constant 
stream of regular news items relating to Brazil. Such 
developments as the visits of the Brazilian Minister of 
War, General Gaspar Dutra, and the Minister of Aeronautics, 
Sr. Joaquin Pedro de Salgado, to the United States, the 
preparations of Brazil to send an expeditionary force 
overseas, declarations by Aranha and other spokesmen of 
the Brazilian Government on a variety of current topics.

A dangerous tension exists on both sides of the 
Brazilian-Argentine border and Interesting developments 
were observed, particularly on the Argentine side. 

There was Inslsten't talk on both sides of the possibility 
of a conflict, and the military, both Brazilian and 
Argentine, were propagating rumors to frighten the 
civilian population. The Brazilian Commander of the 
region. General Sllvestre de Melo, Is very much alarmed 
and deplores the inadequacy of the armed forces under 
him. A number of specific causes for alarm are listed, 
such as the presence of Argentine troops In certain 
frontier areas, the construction of strategic roads, and 
the possibility of Argentine sympathizers among Brazil¬ 
ian frontier officials.

Chateaubriand says

over to our side as gracefully as possible but Chateau¬ 
briand is not certain that this move would carry much 
wei^t in Argentina because there is some doubt that 
Peluffo's following in the Army is strong enough to 
effect a right-about-faoe policy vis-A-vis the United 
States and Brazil. Argentine military officials wined 
and dined Chateaubriand and tried to sell him a bill of 
goods on their desire to bridge any differences now 
existing between Argentina and Brazil and to remove any 
doubts as to the ulterior motives of the Argentine oov- 
emnent in rearming. 

Chateaubriand said that iidiat impressed him most 
during.his trips to Chile and Argentina was the exist- 
eaoe of strong Hispanidade sentiment. He found in 
Chile an undercurrent of sentiment against the united 
States especially among politicians. He said, however, 
there were some outstanding exceptions including Fer¬ 
nandez, the president of the Camara dos Deputados, 
several officials of the Chilean Air Force and one or 
two others. He added that the politicians based their 
grudge against the united states on our copper procure¬ 
ment program in Chile. He took occasion to tell me

Chateaubriand aald that Peluffo and one or two 
Argentine army offloere had Informed him that a 
decree has been drafted providing for the oonflsoa- 
tlon and aale of Axis properties in Argentina. 

Chateaubriand expects to leave here between 
November 15 and November 20 with Salgado Fllho for a 
visit to the Brazilian Armed Forces In Italy. The 
Embassy has received no confirmation of the proposed 
trip. He also expects to visit the united States 
late In December and spend Christmas with Riddle of the 
Embry Riddle School in Miami. 

Ambassador Martins left here this morning for 
Washington. Although he was very generous In his 
praise of the united states, etc., etc., etc., It 
la ay Impression that he overstayed his leave here 
and that the president and the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs have long since felt he should have stayed 
at his post in Washington during this very critical 
period.
